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New  Exhibit  Celebrates  Our  Bond  with  Dogs 


Lives  of  Dogs,  Viewed 
Through  Literature,  Art  and 
Ephemera  is  an  exhibit  that 
features  books  and  objects 
that  span  four  centuries  and 
are  selected  from  the 
National  Sporting  Library's 
holdings  as  well  as  those  of 
private  collectors.  Lives  of 
Dogs  provides  a  glimpse 
into  the  richly  complex 
topic  of  the  relationship 
between  dogs  and  humans. 

The  exhibit  will  be  on  view 
at  the  Library  from  May  27 
to  December  11  in  the 
Forrest  E.  Mars,  Sr.  Exhibit 
Hall. 

At  the  heart  of  the  dis¬ 
play  are  several  rare  and 
old  books  from  the  collec¬ 
tions  of  the  Library.  A  mod¬ 
ern  facsimile  of  the  1576 
treatise  by  the  Englishman 
George  Turberville, 

Turbervile's  Book  of  Hunting,  pro¬ 
vides  advice  for  the  care  and  train¬ 
ing  of  hounds,  some  of  it  relevant 
today  -  such  as  offering  bags  of 
treats.  Italian  architect  Amedeo  di 
Castellamonte's  La  Venaria  Reale 
(The  Royal  Hunting  Lodge),  was 
privately  printed  as  a  memento  to 
the  guests  of  a  hunting  party  given 
in  1672  by  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
Savoy  at  their  villa  near  Turin,  Italy. 
An  engraving  from  Venationes  (On 
Hunting)  after  16th-century 
Flemish  artist  Johannes  Stradanus 
provides  a  touch  of  humor  in  show¬ 
ing  the  dogs'  excitement  as  they 
depart  on  a  hunt. 

The  relationship  between  paint¬ 
ings  and  their  appearance  as 
engravings  in  books  is  illustrated  by 
two  watercolors  by  Sydenham 
Edwards  that  are  reproduced  in  his 
book  Cynographia  Britannica  (1800), 
an  early  compendium  of  dogs.  The 
book  and  watercolors  are  loaned  by

William  Secord,  who  has  determined 
that  one  portrayal  in  the  Cynographia 
is  the  earliest  known  example  of  a 
Pointer  to  be  identified  as  such. 
Secord,  owner  of  the  N.Y.  gallery 
bearing  his  name,  is  an  authority  on 
19th-century  dog  art  who  recently 
published  Dog  Painting,  A  History  of 
The  Dog  in  Art. 

Several  bronzes,  including  the 
work  of  Pierre-Jules  Mene,  a  promi¬ 
nent  French  animal  sculptor,  reflect 
the  popular  appeal  of  dogs  in  the 
19th  century.  Like  many  19th-centu¬ 
ry  animaliers  (a  name  given  to  those 
specializing  in  portraying  animals), 
Mene  closely  observed  his  subjects  to 
study  anatomy  and  behavior,  realisti¬ 
cally  conveying  presence  and  per¬ 
sonality. 

The  mastery  of  Jean-Baptiste 


Oudry,  a  favorite  artist  of 
French  monarch  Louis  XV,  is 
visible  in  a  dramatic  hunting 
painting  generously  loaned 
by  Timothy  J.  and  Jocelyn 
Greenan.  Oudry,  an 
immensely  talented  and  suc¬ 
cessful  artist,  was  commis¬ 
sioned  by  the  18th  century 
king  to  paint  portraits  of 
favorite  royal  dogs  and 
hunting  scenes.  Oudry's 
portrayal  of  the  royal  hunt 
was  translated  into  a  cele¬ 
brated  Gobelins  tapestry. 

By  the  19th  and  20th  cen¬ 
turies,  beautiful  illustrations 
of  animals  were  available  to 
the  general  public  through 
books.  Several  examples 
from  the  Library's  collec¬ 
tions  are  part  of  the  exhibit. 
A  book  of  exceptional  dry- 
point  prints  of  hunting  dogs 
by  20th-century  American 
graphic  artist  Bert  Cobb  is  on  dis¬ 
play.  Several  books  with  illustrations 
by  the  popular  Englishman  Cecil 
Aldin  contain  affectionate  and 
humorous  portrayals,  especially  of 
his  constant  companions  in  the  stu¬ 
dio. 

Many  books  focus  on  specific 
breeds  and  include  advice  on  desir¬ 
able  characteristics,  breeding  and 
care.  Author  Rawdon  B.  Lee  selected 
his  friend,  the  accomplished  Arthur 
Wardle,  to  illustrate  The  Fox  Terrier 
(1890).  The  exhibit  contains  several 
books  dedicated  to  specific  breeds 
such  as  The  Book  of  the  Greyhound 
(1933)  by  Edward  C.  Ash,  J.H. 
Walsh's  The  Dogs  of  the  British  Islands 
(1878)  and  the  folksy  account  from 
1945  of  the  Walker  Fox  Hounds  by 
the  grandson  of  Kentuckian  John  W. 
Walker. 

Lives  of  Dogs  includes  a  selection 
of  dog  collars  from  the  Greenans'

extensive  collection.  These  collars 
represent  the  lives  of  dogs  as  hunt¬ 
ing,  working  and  domestic  compan¬ 
ions.  Examples  include  protective 
spike  collars,  coursing  leads  for  field 
sports,  highly-decorated  leather  col¬ 
lars  with  emblems  of  the  dog's  role, 
and  silver  and  leather  combinations 
with  beautifully  engraved  senti¬ 
ments  identifying  beloved  family 
pets. 

Other  ephemera  include  an 
"Admit"  giving  permission  to  visit 
Queen  Victoria's  Kennels;  a  letter 
signed  by  the  Queen's  favorite  dog 
painter  Sir  Edwin  Landseer  that 
includes  postage  stamps  based  on 
his  famous  paintings;  R.R.  Scanlan's 
My  Book  of  Curs,  an  1840's  sketch¬ 
book  with  humorous  anthropomor¬ 
phic  images;  and  a  book  of  Anecdotes 
of  Dogs,  Embossed  in  Dr.  Moon's  Type 
for  the  Blind.  Books  of  sketches  by 
illustrators  Cecil  Aldin,  Michael 
Lyne,  and  Paul  Brown  show  the 
popularity  of  dog-themed  art  into 
the  20th  century.

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2010-2011  Daniels  Fellows  Chosen 


The  John  H.  Daniels  Research, 
Publication  and  Fellowship 
Committee  awarded  eight  fellow¬ 
ships  after  receiving  an  unprece¬ 
dented  42  applications  from  scholars 
in  ten  countries. 

"From  a  great  international  pool 
of  applicants  we  selected  eight  great 
fellows  and  we  are  looking  forward 
to  eight  great  projects,"  commented 
Committee  Chairman,  Timothy 
Greenan,  M.D. 

Funded  projects  encompass  a 
wide  range  of  topics  from  the  fields 
of  history,  art  history,  fashion  theory, 
and  literature.  More  than  half  of  the 
topics  are  equestrian-related.  Sport 
historian  Pellom  McDaniels,  III, 
from  the  University  of  Missouri, 
Kansas  City,  is  writing  a  biography 
of  African-American  jockey,  Isaac 
Murphy  (1861-1896),  whose  per¬ 
centile  of  races  won  (44%)  has  never 
been  surpassed.  Rebecca  Splan  of 
Virginia  Tech's  MARE  Center  in 
Middleburg,  is  the  NSL's  first  fellow 


Izaak  Walton  wrote  in  The 
Compleat  Angler  (1653)  that  "[T]is  not 
all  fishing  to  fish."  As  John  H. 
Daniels  Fellow  Samuel  Snyder, 
Ph.D.,  knows,  the  sport  of  fly  fishing 
has  never  been  just  about  fishing, 
but  at  times  about  conservation  and 
reverence  of  the  natural  world. 
Snyder  spent  three  months  at  the 
Library  this  spring  on  his  research 
project,  "Motivating  the  Flows  of 
Angling  Environmentalisms:  from 


from  the  field  of  equine  science. 
Splan  is  undertaking  a  comparative 
study  of  early  stud  books.  Fashion 
historian  Alison  Goodrum,  at 
Nottingham  Trent  University  in 
England,  will  be  researching  the  his¬ 
tory  of  riding  apparel.  Elizabeth 
Letts  is  writing  a  non-fiction  account 
of  the  champion  show  jumper. 
Snowman,  for  Ballantine  Books. 
Snowman  was  rescued  from  a 
slaughterhouse  truck  by  horseman 
Harry  de  Leyer,  and  later  went  on  to 
win  the  National  Jumper 
Competition  in  1958-59.  Medical  his¬ 
torian  James  Alsop  of  MacMaster 
University  in  Canada  is  exploring 
how  riding  has  been  used  for  cen¬ 
turies  to  promote  health  and  fitness. 

Other  fellows  are  working  on 
hunting,  shooting,  falconry,  and 
angling.  The  NSL's  angling  books 
will  aid  Finnish  scholar,  Mikko 
Saikku,  in  composing  a  history  of 
Atlantic  salmon  fishing.  Patricia 
Akhimie,  a  doctoral  student  in 


Utilitarian  Conservation  to 
Ecological  Restoration." 

Snyder  and  his  wife,  Liz  Hodges, 
Ph.D.,  live  in  Anchorage,  Alaska. 
Raised  in  West  Texas,  Snyder  spent 
much  of  his  childhood  in  New 
Mexico,  where  he  and  his  father 
fished  for  native  cutthroat  trout. 
Snyder  earned  his  doctorate  from 
University  of  Florida's  Graduate 
Program  on  Religion  and  Nature. 
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English,  is  analyzing  the  NSL's  rare 
16th  and  early-17th  century  books  on 
hunting,  hawking,  and  shooting.  Art 
historian  James  Glisson,  will  examine 
the  hunting  images  of  American 
painter,  Martin  Johnson  Heade  (1819- 
1904).  Heade  hunted  and  wrote  a 
conservation-themed  column  for  the 
sporting  journal.  Forest  and  Stream. 

The  Fellowship  program  was 
launched  in  2007  in  memory  of  John 
H.  Daniels  (1921-2006),  and  provides 
stipends  and  complimentary  hous¬ 
ing  to  recipients.  Since  2007,  the  NSL 
has  funded  a  total  of  23  researchers 
from  the  U.S.  and  five  foreign  countries.

She  is  also  involved  in  the  breeding  and  training  of  polo  horses  and  is  the 
patron  of  Goose  Creek  Polo  Team,  twice  winner  of  the  prestigious  Silver  Cup. 
She  recently  won  the  Women's  Championship  Tournament  for  the  third  time. 

Mr.  Brennan  and  his  wife,  Patricia,  are  generous  supporters  of  the  National 
Sporting  Library  and  have  been  members  of  the  Chairman's  Council  since

Flis  dissertation  demonstrated  how 
fly  fishers  have  contributed  to  the 
restoration  of  watersheds  and  the 
preservation  of  native  fish  species. 
Snyder's  forthcoming  book.  Casting 
for  Conservation:  Fly  Fishing,  Values  of 
Nature,  and  the  Cultural  Politics  of 
Trout,  will  explore  the  historical 
influence  of  sport  fishing,  and  fly 
fishing  in  particular,  on  American 
fisheries  policy  and  conservation.  As 
Snyder  explains,  "through  early 
publications  such  as  American  Turf 
Register  or  Forest  and  Stream,  anglers 
like  Thaddeus  Norris,  Seth  Green,  or 
Robert  Barnwell  Roosevelt  not  only 
voiced  concern  over  the  state  of 
America's  fisheries,  but  advocated 
methods  -  from  regulation  to  fish 
hatcheries  -  to  address  issues  of  over 
fishing  or  pollution." 

Snyder  himself  is  a  committed 
conservationist.  He  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Recycled  Fish, 


an  organization  that  encourages  all 
anglers  to  live  a  lifestyle  of  steward¬ 
ship.  Snyder  has  also  worked  with 
Trout  Unlimited- Alaska  on  protect¬ 
ing  the  headwaters  of  the  Bristol  Bay 
salmon  fishery  from  a  proposed  cop¬ 
per  and  gold  mine.

Julie  Campbell  signs  copies  of  her  book 


The  book  launch  for  Julie  Campbell's  The  Horse  in 
Virginia:  An  Illustrated  History  attracted  more  than  80 
visitors  on  the  evening  of  March  19.  Campbell,  who  lives 
in  Lexington,  Va.,  published  her  comprehensive  history 
of  the  horse  in  the  Old  Dominion  this  spring  through  the 
University  of  Virginia  Press.  "It  meant  a  lot  to  me  to 
debut  the  book  at  the  National  Sporting  Library,  as  I 
always  enjoyed  my  productive  research  trips  there," 
commented  Campbell. 

"The  staff  and  the  col¬ 
lection  are  both  treas¬ 
ures." 

Virginia  is  the  birth¬ 
place  of  at  least  three 
"native"  horse  breeds: 
the  Chickasaw  horse; 
the  American  Quarter 
horse;  and  the  feral 
Chincoteague  ponies 
living  on  Assateague 
Island.  Today,  as  in  the 
past,  Virginians  engage 
in  a  kaleidoscope  of 
equestrian  activities,  from  time-honored  traditions  such  as 
foxhunting  and  steeplechasing  to  therapeutic  riding  pro¬ 
grams  for  people  with  physical  and  developmental  dis¬ 
abilities. 

Campbell  also  outlined  the  human  and  equine  person¬ 
alities  who  have  shaped  Virginia's  history  and  sport. 
George  Washington  imported  Spanish  jacks  for  mule¬ 
breeding  at  his  Mount  Vernon  estate.  Two  gallant  geld¬ 
ings  carried  Confederate  generals  on  their  backs  through 
Civil  War  battles:  Robert  E.  Lee's  Traveller  and  Stonewall 
Jackson's  Little  Sorrel.  1973  Triple  Crown  winner. 
Secretariat,  was  foaled  in  Virginia  at  the  Meadow  Farm  in 
Doswell.

Patricia  Junker,  the  Ann  W.  Barwick  Curator  of 
American  Art  at  the  Seattle  Art  Museum,  gave  a  public 
lecture  on  April  24  on  "Winslow  Homer:  Pictures  for 
Anglers."  She  delivered  a  shorter  version  of  her  talk  on 
Sunday,  April  25,  at  the  Board  of  Directors  semi-annual 
dinner,  graciously  hosted  in  the  Founders'  Room  by 
Thomas  and  Katherine  Anderson. 

Winslow  Homer  (1836-1910)  used  the  medium  of 
watercolor  to  recreate  his  favorite  fly  fishing  rivers,  from 
the  foaming  rapids  of  the  Saguenay  in  Quebec  to  the 
tranquil  waters  of  Florida's  Homosassa.  Junker  observed 
that  Homer's  angling  pictures,  "are  all  highly  fluid  and 
boldly  gestural  with  form  and  light  effects  created  intu¬ 
itively  from  broad  strokes  of  color  from  deep  saturation 
to  startling  attacks  on  the  wet  surface  of  the  paper  with 
the  edge  of  a  knife  or  sandpaper." 

Angling  subjects  first  appeared  in  Homer's  art  in  1889 
and  dominated  his  artistic  production  for  the  last  two 
decades  of  his  life.  Homer  and  his  brother,  Charles,  fished 
with  friends  during  the  1870's  in  the  Adirondacks. 
Homer  was  elected  in  1888  to  the  elite  North  Woods 
Club.  His  angling  art  also  gained  the  approval  of  sports¬ 


men  for  his  accurate 
renditions  of  fly 
fishing  technique 
and  tackle. 

When  trout 
began  disappearing 
from  the  overfished 
Adirondack  streams 
in  the  1890's,  Homer 
sought  new,  wilder 
rivers  to  fish  and 
paint  in  the 
Laurentide  region  of 
Quebec.  In  his  last 
decade,  Homer  con¬ 
tented  himself  with 
fishing  for  Black  bass  in  the  calmer  waters  of  Florida's 
Homosassa. 

Junker,  who  enjoys  fly  fishing  as  a  hobby,  curated  an 
exhibition  in  2003,  Casting  a  Spell;  Winslow  Homer,  Artist 
and  Angler,  at  the  Amon  Carter  Museum  in  Ft.  Worth, 
Tex.,  and  the  Fine  Arts  Museum  of  San  Francisco,  and 
wrote  the  accompanying  catalogue,  Winslow  Homer, 
Artist  and  Angler.  W
